G.S.R. 478(E).—The following rules which have been made by the Joint Connmilee 
constituted under sub-section (1) of section 9 of the Salaries and Allowances of Members 
of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), after consultation with the Central Government, 
in exercise of the powers conferred on it by clause (f) of sub-section (3) of the said 
section, and have been approved and confirjned by the Chairman of the Council of 
States and the Speaker of the House of the People, as required by sub-saction (4) of 
that section, are published for general information:-— 

THE MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT (ADDITIONAL FACILITIES) RLILES, 1975 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called Ihe Members of 
Parliament (Additional Facilities) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the Isi day of September, 197.“). 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless Ihe context otherwise reqiihes,— 

(a) “Act” means the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Pai liament Act, 1954; 

(b) "additional facilities" means such of the housing, postal, water, electricity consti¬ 

tuency and secretarial facilities as are not covered by any other rule. 

3. Amount In lieu of additional facilities.—A member shall be entitled to receive, in 
lieu of the additional facilities, allowances at the rate of rupees five hundred per mensem. 
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4. Additioiuil facilities to be in addition to other allowances,—For the avoidance of 
doubts, it is hereby declared that the additional facilities admissible under these rules 
shell be in addition to, and not in derogation of, any other allowance or facility admis¬ 
sible (whether in cash or in kind) under any other rule for the time being in force.
